During the course of the interview, Mr. Solomon pointed out the proposed 
amendments to claims 6, 15 and 16 and adding new claim 17. In the claims, the 
claim 6 limitation of "temperature control accuracy" to within ±5°C achieving 
improved etch rates (p. 31, Fig. 5,6) was combined, in light of the Satou reference. 
Agreement with respect to the claims was reached.
